And Cicero 
lays, that his Opinion about the Soul's Im- 
mortality was contradicted, not only by whole 
Troops of Epicureans, but alſo by the moſt 
Learned of the other Sets. Ariſtotle 
was ſo far from believing it, that he held 
Death to be the moſt terrible Thing in Na- 
ture, as putting an End to all Things. And 
Lipfius confeſſes, that it was controverted by 


che Storcks, and not received by them wi 


full Conſent ; but that they were often at their 


I and Ands about it. And Dr. Clark tells 
us 
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vs, there were ſome whole Sets of Philo- 
m_ who abſol denied the Immoy. 
tulity of the Soul: And dhat even thoſe 
* Philoſophers, the beſt and wiſeſt of 
m all ( meaning Socratet und Cicero ) did 
ſometimes expreſs. themſelves - wath much 
Unſteadineſs about it. And Dr. Prideauxs 
fays, it is generally agreed among the Anci- 
ents, that Pythagergs, who tved about 2000 
Years ago, was the firſt of all the Greeks, 
who taught the Soul's Immortality. ' And 
we are told, that the iam were the firſt 
who aſſerted the Immortality of the Soul, 
and its Tranſmigration. Now from the O- 
inions of theſe great and learned Men, a- 
= cited, it manifeſtly appears, that what 
is offer d in the preſent Argument, is not 
true. But whatever Notions have prevail- 
ed, whether among Heathens, or Chriftt-

For tis ſaid of thoſe Per- 
ſons, in the Original, that they breathed or 
let out their Souls, or expired * By which 
way of Speaking no more is to be underſtood, 
than that they ceaſed to live, or became dead 
Bodies, So where it is ſaid of Rachel, as ber 
Soul was in departing, no more is meant than 
that She was expiring or dying : From 
whence no' Inference can be made of the 
Soul's Immortality or ſeparate Exiſtence from 
the Body.

But 'tis ſtill argued, the Child was dead; 
becauſe tis ſaid, Verſe 17. There was no 


Breath, or no Spirit (as the fame Word is 


elſewhere render d) leſt in him, To which I 
anſwer, that this Way of Speaking, common 
to all Languages, meant no more among the 
Jeu than it does among Our ſelves in ordina- 
ry Acceptation; and only ſignifies, that 
little Breath, or little Spirit, was left in him. 
And for this there are Vouchers enough in 
the Old Teſtament; butt will be ſufficient- 
ly confirm'd by what. is recorded of the Ca- 
nanites in the Words of Rahab, Joſh.

The Author 
of the Epiſtle could not therefore allude to 
him. *No doubt, he did to the Caſe of the 
Shunammite, 2 Kings, 4. 3. But for any o-
